New attacks 
on 
Oran Jews

Paris 

There was no diminution of ten- 
sion this week in the Jewish quarter 
of Oran, where about a third of the 
city s Jewish population jis concen- 
trated. The murder of a Jew and 
a terrorist attack on a_ 15-year-old 
Jewish boy, who was shot in the head 
While walking in the street last Sun- 
dav, increased the fears of the 
community, 

Security forces stood ready to inter- 
vene on the southern limit of the 
Jewish quarter where the most serious 
lewish-Moasicm clashes occurred on 
Rosh Hashana. Within the Mellah 
groups of young men were standing 
ready to repel any new acts of 
terrornsm 

Although repeated Moslem terrorist 
Outrages are the main reason for the 
tension. another less overt cause for 
anxiety the imereased pressure 
exerted on the Jewish community by 
the extremist O.AS. (Secret Army 
Organisation). Jews are being black- 
matled into paying dues to this organi- 
sation, the sums exacted from Jewish 
merchants. lawyers, or doctors being 
substantially higher than those paid 
by other Europeans with = similar 
McOMeEs. 

Thus. fear of Moslem terrorism 
may have mduced part of the Jewish 
community to lend its support to the 
Algénée Francaise fanatics 

the Jews of Oran have an estab- 
lished tradition of hitting back when- 
ever they are attacked. In the past 
their courage served them well in 
fighting antisemitic clements within 
the European population. while thei 
relations with the Moslems have been 
satistactors

Move to recall Mr. Montagu

A move to esolve the internal 
crists within the United Synagogue 
by extending a “call” to the Hon 
Fwen S.. Montagu to resume its 
Presidency “torthwith” has been 
made by a group of members of the 
Counc. The-Coune:l of the United 
Synagogue iS to meet special 
session on October 9%, for the sole 
purpose of considering a resolution 
calling on him to withdraw his 
resicnaton 

Mr. Montagu resigned nine weeks 
ago when, in a contested election for 
a Joint Treasurer of the United 
Syoagoguc, the Council ignored his 
advice and, Dy a mayority of one 
vote. gave .its preference to Mr. 
Cs M sce Mr A Wingate. 
who stood with the explicit support 
of the President 

Ihe unitative to requisition a 
special mecting of the Council to 
recill Mr. Montagu to office came 
from Mr. Victor Lucas, who is a 
Warden of the Dollis Hill. Syna- 
gogue. He collected the signatures 
of 20 members of the Council, the 
required number under the by-laws 
of the Linited Nugogue 

In the. covering letter to Mi \ 
Silverman, Secretary of the United 


Synagogue, which he sent (on Sep- 
tember 14) together with the list of 
names, Mr. Lucas wrote: “ Please 
convey to the appropriate Hon 
Otlice the attached formal notice 
equisitioning a meeting of the 
Council of the United Svnigogue 
I his equest is made in the sincere 
behet that the stated purpose of the 
meeting could resolve the crisis and 
the present uncertaints in the 
interests of the United Synagogue and 
the community [ urge that. the 
equested meeting he convened 
without delay.” 


Members’ support 


Ihe motion. which will constitute 
the busmmess of the meeting. has also 
heen submitted by Mr. Lucas and 
reads as follows: “To ask the 
Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu to: with- 
draw his resignition as President of 
the United Synagogue and to request 
him to resume the duties of that 
office torthwith,” 

Mr. Lucas informed me that he 
had taken this initiatiwe. following 
conversations with many members of 
the Council who were all in support 
of his motion. 

amas certain as one could 
reasonably be that this motion will 
meet with the approval of a sub- 


stantial majority of the Council,” he 
Stated. When asked whether he was 
sure that Mr. Montagu would res- 
pond to the call and reconsider his 
resignation, Mr, Lucas rephed: “J 
did not. of course, discuss this 
matter with Mr. Montagu But | 
believe that he has such a tremen- 
dous sense of public duty that should 
a Substantial majority of the Council 
call for his return he could not Pours 
sibly refuse, irrespective of his 
personal feechngs.” 

A veiled reference to the attempt 
to bring Mr. Montagu back to the 
heim of the United Svnagogue was 
made on Sunday by the Acting Presi- 
dent. Mr. Frank Rossdale Speaking 
at a reception at Hampstead Garden 
Suburb Synagogue he said that from 
the day on which he assumed that 
office he had been striving to restore 
peace to the United Synagogue. “1 
have not achieved tt so far.” he 
added, “ but there is a ray of hope 
and | am glad to say that. within a 
few weeks, a solution will be found 
to our troubles, Although fF cannot 
promise you unanimity, can 
promise you the shelem tor which 
the Chief Rabbi has so eloquently 
pleaded.”” (The Chief Rabbi's speech

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE MEANING OF HISTORY 


Remember the days of old, 
consider the years of many genera- 
tions (Deuteronomy xxxii, 7). 


FAMOUS early Jewish 
historian was fond of quot- 
ing this verse to justify his 
contention that the study of the 
past is a religious duty. Many 
have disagreed with him. “History 
is bunk,” Henry Ford is reported 
to have said, with all the scorn 
the so-called “practical man” 
heaps on subjects without the 


-immediate impact of the jnternal 


combustion engine. “The only 
thing men learn from history is 
that men do not learn from 
history,” is the verdict of another 
sceplic. 

Religious leaders, too, have 
expressed the view, not infre- 
quently, that since religion is con- 
cerned with the eternal it betokens 
a basically irreligious attitude of 
mind to evince an interest in 
events in time. Our text clearly 
demonstrates that Scripture thinks 
otherwise. Moses urges his people 
to consider the days of old in 
order to witness God's dealings 
with men. 


‘THE following are the chief 

advantages the Jew gains from 
a careful reading of his history: 
First, he learns from his past that 
his fatth is not a fad or a fashion, 
a.speedy burst of spiritual fire- 
works with no lasting effects. He 
observes that from the days when 
mankind was young down to the 
present, the ideas upon which 
Judaism rests have been world- 
transforming. He notices their 
power in men’s lives and their 
ennobling character. He comes to 
perceive clearly that his own faith 
is deeply rooted in the faith of his 
fathers and that he builds on sure 
foundations. 

Secondly, the study of his his- 
tory convinces the Jew that those 
who have gone before him were 
no plaster saints but human beings 
oft flesh and blood, with their full 
quota of human failings, who yet 


were capable of rising to. the 
heights in which man acknow- 
ledges his Creator. By reflecting 
on the mistakes of the past he 


makes sure that he does not repeat 


them. By meditating on th 
glories of Jewish history he bring 
some of that glory into his owy 
life. No Jew can either despa) 
of himself or look upon himse': 
as entirely insignificant if 
understands that he is the spiritus 
heir of Moses and Isaiah, Johana: 
ben Zakkai and Hillel, Maimonick 


and Rashi, the Besht and th 
Gaon of Vilna. 
{OST important of all, th 


study of Jewish history pr 
vides the Jew with some idea o 
the tremendous range, sweep, an 
variety of his faith. As the page. 
of Jewish history are turned wx 
witness the God-intoxicated pro 
phets calling their people to 
realisation of their destiny; th: 
Palestinian and Babylonian sage 
who worked out to the last deta 
the plan for the God-centred 
community; the proud, aristo- 
cratic Spanish thinkers and poet.. 
probing ultimate quéstions, achie\ 
ing the highest flights of th. 
imagination; the Polish rabbi. 
dedicated to a scholarship unpara! 
leled for intensity anywhere in th. 
history of thought. 

And together with the heroes 
and the outstanding figures there 
are the millions of quite ordinary 
Jews. and Jewesses who kept their 
faith, who were prepared to reject 
wealth, honour, fame, even life 
itself, rather than be false to the 
truth they and their fathers had 
seen. There is much in the sug- 
gestion that the strongest proof of 
God's existence is the existence of 
the Jewish people. To study the 
continued existence of that people 
is indeed a religious duty of the 
highest order. 

It should be remembered, that 
our text occurs in Moses’s song. 
It is vital for the modern Jew to 
recapture the harmony of true 
Jewish living. By “ remembering 
the days of old” he can hear the 
strains of the ancient melody, so 
that his own heart is gladdened 
and his own soul ascends in song 
to the God who madeé him.

COURT REFUSES TO 
HEAR POEM 


* Jewish Gestapo ” 


A 5,000-word poem described as 
being about “the Jewish Gestapo 
and the invasion of England” was 
included as an exhibit at the magis- 
trates’ hearing at Towyn, Merioncth- 
Shire, of a case in which a man is 
accused of the attempted murder of 
three police constables. 

But the court refused to allow the 
man—4k&- year-old Robert Boynton— 
to read the poem in open court after 
he had described it as an integral 
part of his defence. After retiring 
to read the poem, the magistrates 
found that it contained obscene and 
Seditious passages not relevant to 
the case. 

Boynton made numerous attempts 
to read the poem = and stated 
repeatedly that since 1946 his chief 
activity had been writing articles and 
circulating them to the general 
public “in order to expose the 
Jewish Gestapo.” 

A detective-superintendent said 
that Boynton had stated after his 
arrest: “My object in life is to 
destroy the Jew-poxed police I have 
no regrets for doing so.

“They work under the slogan of 
fighting against Communism and for 
Nationalism,” he said. “and indulge 
in the persecution of Jewish children, 
whom they attack physically. Indeed, 
this persecution went so far that, in 
one case, they shot a Jewish boy, who 
narrowly escaped death. 

“They carry their propaganda into 
the universities, and smear antisemitic 
slogans on synagogue buildings, on 
the buildings of Jewish institutions. 
and on Jewish houses. 


Arab propaganda 


“The Government, which is a 
democratic government,” continued 
Mr. Maler, “is taking steps to 


counteract the propaganda of these 
reactionary elements.” 

Some of the Hungarian emigrés, 
who arrived in Argentina after the 
1956 revolution, are also involved, on 
the pretext that they are fighting 
Communism But they, too, are 
indulging in a great deal of anti- 
semitism 


Because of the Arab League's

Neo-fascist groups curbed

Never since the Liberation have 
fascist and antisemitic groups in 


France suffered as serious a setback 
as they did last week, following the 
failure of their attempt to assassinate 
President de Ciaulle 

The OAS. (the neo-fascist under- 
ground Secret Army Organisation 
had succeeded im federating practi- 


cally all the extreme Right-wing 
groups, which, though numerically 
weak. had never ceased their activi- 
ties. They had brought out publica- 


tions, often enjoying covert support 
from sections of the security services 

By far the most influential of the 
neo-fascist publications in France ts 
the weekly “ Rivarol,.” which recently 
succeeded in raising sufficient funds 
to enable it to publish France's first 
antisemitic <aily paper since 1945 
This aim has. however, been thwarted 
with the arrest of Georges Bousquet, 
“Rivarol’s ™ editor, who ts suspected 
of having served as an agent of ex- 
Colonel Argoud, one of the leaders 
of O.AS. Other members of the 
staff of the neo-fascist weekly, some

of whom were sentenced to death 
for collaboration with the Nazis, are 
suspected of participation in the 
terrorist underground movement.

ROSH HASHANA IN WARSAW 


By JOSEPH LEFTWICH 


N Rosh Hashana we went 
() to the only synagogue 

left in Warsaw, a city 
which once had hundreds of syna- 
gogues and prayer-houses. This 
congregation is a remnant of the 
remnant that has survived. When 
I spoke to Mr. Frankel, the Presi- 
dent of the Federation of Jewish 
Religious Communities in Poland, 
and told him we wanted two seats 
for the Holy-days, he said this 
would afford no difficulty. When 
we arrived and found the small 
synagogue with no more than 
about 300 seats, half empty, we 
understood this optimism. 

Small as the Jewish population 
of Warsaw is today—a few thou- 
sand compared with the more than 
300,000 who lived there before the 
war, and the half million Jews who 
were afterwards packed into the 
Warsaw Ghetto—it was still sur- 
prising to find that fewer than 200 
came to the services; and most 
of these were not survivors of the 
Warsaw Ghetto, but Polish Jews 
repatriated from the Soviet Union. 


The survivors of the Warsaw 
Ghetto are. on the whole, not 
synagogue worshippers. Those of 
them who are identified with 
Jewish life associate it with 
Yiddish secular culture and, so far 
as thev walk in line “with the 
Socialist régime, they are trreli- 
gious, or even anti-religious. They 
are not insensible to the deep, 
emotional traditional assocta- 
tions of the Jewish religion with 
Jewish life. On the contrary, they 


often speak of them with. nostalgia. 


Recitation of Kaddish 


lust before Rosh Hashana 
we saw a play at Ida Kaminska’s 
heatre. and in the action 
one of characters had tO Say 


keddish David Herman. of the 


Vilna Troupe. used to say in the

experiences which the community 
endured. 

We went to the synagogue with 
a Warsaw Jew, whose son. born 
in the Warsaw Ghetto, is not 
circumcised. His mother refused 
to let him bear the sign that she 
feared would expose him to the 
suffering that his parents and other 
Jews endured under Hitler. The 
Jews are still dreadfully afraid. 
Poland is full of antisemitism. If 
there is a war the remnant of Jews 
still Jeft in Poland would be 
exterminated, they claim. The 
memory of the Kielce pogrom in 
1948 has not been wiped out. We 
were taken back from synagogue 
through the big, brightly lit main 
streets, not by the short cut along

The Jews came to 
synagogue with brief cases in 
which they hid their talisim.

Prejudice in the 
exreculive suite 


WENTY-FIVE years ago, 

“Fortune,” a magazine 

widely read by big business 
men in the United States, surveyed 
the position of the Jew in the 
American economy. Its conclu- 
sion was that “Jews are so far 
from controlling the most charac- 
teristic Of present-day activities that 
they are hardly represented in them 
at all.” Apart from a few mar- 
ginal industries like clothing and 
cinema, they occupied almost no 
execulive positions. 

This analysis was much quoted 
at the time. Jewish defence 
Organisations repeatedly made use 
of if to counteract the propaganda 
of antisemites, who claimed that 
Jews had a stranglehold on the 
American productive system. The 
implicit argument was that they 
were nol as strong as their enemies 
said they were. 

Now the issue has been raised 
once more. but this time with a 
different emphasis. The assertion 
is still made that the number of 
Jews who advance to high posi- 
tions in the great American cor- 
porations is. small. But it now 


leads to the contention that the 
number is too small and that it 
ought to be larger. Both the 
American Jewish Committee and 
the Anti-Defamation League have 
recently begun drives to lower the 
barriers of prejudice that scem to 
surround the executive suite 
Information on the subject is 
difficult to acquire and is often

misleading. Business firms do not 
welcome publicity about their per- 
sonnel policies. It is not easy. to 
tell who is and who is not a Jew, 
and judgments as to what consti- 
tutes prejudice are always delicate 
One can say that only 4 per cent 
of the directors of the great banks 
are Jews or that fully 4 per cent 
are ; the change in one word alters 
the whole meaning.

Revolt 


THE REVOLT . by Kurds in 
Northern comes immediately 
after a Soviet campaign for Kurd- 
ish indépendence that specifically 
denounced the governments of all 
four countries in which Kurds live 
—Turkey, Persia, the U.A.R., and 
Iraq. Its leader, Mullah Mustafa 
Al-Barzani, has spent as long a 
time in the Soviet Union as he 
has in the Middle East He 
returned to Iraq after the 1958 
revolution and was a fervent sup- 
porter of Kassem during his pro- 
Communist period. His interven 
tion ensured the defeat of the 
army revolt against Kassem in the 
largely Kurdish district of Mosul 
in 

Barzani's support for Kassem 
had two motives: first, an inde- 
pendent Iraqi nation based’ on 
Arabs and Kurds was obviously 
better for the Kurds than member- 
Ship of a larger pan-Arabist State 
like the U.A.R. in which they 
would be an insignificant minority 
threatened with Arabisalion ; 
secondly, Kassem was pro-Soviet, 
anti-Turkish, and  anti-Baghdad 
Pact, in line with the Mullah’s 
view that Kurdish independence 
would be furthered by changing 
the balance of power in favour ol 
the Soviet Union and _ Leftist 
Middle-Eastern nationalism 

But during the past vear Soviet- 
Iraqi and Soviet-U.A.R. relations 
have deteriorated, not due to a 
change in Arab attitudes so much 
as to a hardening of the Commu- 
nist “line” (under Chinese pres 
sure) towards Arab nationalism 
and its open encouragement of 
more militant Communist activity 
within these countries 


One traditional stand-by of 
“indirect interference” in the 
Middle East has always been to 
encourage, arm, and finance rebel- 
lions against Central Governments 
by minorities or tribes: even if 
such revolts can seldom overthrow 
the Central Government, they are 
of nuisance value and can some- 
times be exploited by a régime’s 
enemies. Moscow is once again 
showing that ut is quite happy to 
combine these “ traditional ” 
imperialist methods with “ progres- 
sive ones, just as its anti-Israel 
campaign combined denunciations 
of reactionary imperialism with 
encouragement of the most reac- 
tionary clerical-nationalist fanati- 
cism. 

The “hard line” adopted at the 
conference of the 81 Communist 
parties last December, and Mos- 
cow's explicit dissatisfaction with

‘bourgeois ™ policies in Cairo and 
Baghdad, as well as in Teheran 
and Ankara, gives every reason to 
suppose that the outbreak in 
Kurdistan is only a harbinger ot!

The death sentences in Turkey 
come aS no. surprise; feeling 
against Menderes ran very strongly 
among the intellectuals and the 
army, not primarily due to his 
economic mismanagement nor to 
his strong-arm tactics against the 
Opposition, but because he tried to 
put the clock back on religious 
and social questions. His encou- 
ragenent of Moslem obscurantism 
and pan-Islamic tendencies in 
foreign policy seemed to presage 
a return to the Oriental stagnation, 
which had led to the destruction 
of the Ottoman Empire and nearly 
cost Turkey us national existence 

The desire for modernisation 
and progress, whatever political 
form it takes, is deep-seated among 
intellectuals and the Eastern Medi- 
terranean. Kemalism is one of the 
most rational and constructive as 
well as the least ideological of the 
movements. But resentment of 
anything that savours of cleri- 
calism or reaction is extremely 
strong. What is most surprising 
is that Menderes should have 
underestimated it.

clausus in reverse? Such ques- 
tions are as yet unanswered. 

Nevertheless, recent studies have 
revealed the existence of a genuine 
problem. In Chicago 2,000 cases 
were examined, in 20 per cent of 
which Jews were excluded because 
of their religion. In Ohio a gover- 
nors commission found a con- 
sistent pattern of discrimination in 
banks and heavy industry. A 
similar tendency emerged in Los 
Angeles. 

A combination of factors its 
responsible. _Qutright prejudice js 
rare, particularly among the great 
industrial leaders. It plays a sig- 
nificant part only in the recruit- 
ment of the lower levels of the 
business bureaucracy, where per- 
sonnel managers have considerable 
latitude and sometimes discriminate 
against outsiders. Ot course, 
restrictions on entry into an 
Organisation narrows opportunities 
to rise to the top. 


Consistent pattern 


More important, the business 
executive i expected to conform 
to a widely-held stereotype. His 
personality, connections, clubs, or 
associations, and leisure activities, 
as well as business attitudes, fit 
into a consistent pattern. -In so 
far as the Jew deviates, selective 
lactors operate against him, even 
in the absence of explicit religious 
prejudice. Exclusion and private 
social activities may thus effec- 
tively impede his chances to rise 

Finally, the business bureaucracy 
has its own inner rules It 
demands a steady ascent along a 
well-organised career route, and 
encourages the organisation men 
who fit in, and who acquiesce in 
a long routine of apprenticeship 
Culturally and socially, Jews are 
reluctant to embark upon such 
careers are drawn, as 
alternatives, to the self-emploved 
professions and to  mdependent 
trade, and yet that preference 
militates against the possibility 
that they might climb to executive 
positions. That combination of 


factors, rather than prejudice 
alone, is responsible for the 
problem. 


A pluralistic society, such as that 
of the United States, operates on 
the expectation that opportunities 
will be open to all. Prejudice: is 
dangerous for the discontent 
aroused by it for the imefliciency 
it permuts, and for the obstacles i 
interposes to the use of talent 
where it is needed. 


Discrimination 


Yet in fact, even in such a 
society, places are not distributed 
at random. Ethnic groups do not 
spread themselves out evenly across 
the occupational spectrum. Some 
ate held back by discrimination 
Negroes. Jews, and people of 
Mediterranean or Slav . descent 
have fewer chances than others. In 
addition, cultural and social tactors 
influence the access to the execu- 
tive suite. Ways of behaviour. 
patterns of saving and spending, 
the sense of purpose, the value put 
on education—all create difler- 
ences in the ability of individuals 
{Oo assume commanding positions 
in the economy. 

The objective of the present 
protest is to eliminate prejudice, 
not valid differences based upon 
the ability to perform. The Jews, 
like other underprivileged groups, 
are no longer as frightened as they 
were when they eagerly displayed 
their weakness and harmlessness 
They are now secure enough to 
seck a fair share of the highest 
rewards of the economy ; and they 
have already begun to get results 

In the last fifteen years many 
States and municipalities have 
enacted Fair Employment Prac- 
tices laws that forbid discrimina- 
tion on the grounds of race, 
religion, or ethnic origin; and the 
Government does not 
permit firms with which it deals 
to engage in such practices. These 
laws are by no means. panaceas, 
but they show the direction in 
which American opinion is moving. 
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AST month the first two 
ministers to pass out of 
South African Jewry’s own 

training college had thei 
graduation ceremony. The large 
hall hired for the occasion was 
half empty, and many of the 
rabbis of the community were 
absent. “I am distressed that 
this gathering should not be 
graced by every Jewish minister 
and rabbi in Johannesburg,” 
said Mr. Maurice Porter, Vice- 
Chairman of the South Alrican 
Board of Deputies. “It shows 
a certain dissension in the ranks 
of our spiritual leaders, who 
have not followed the example 
of the leading bodies which are 
sponsoring this ministers’ train- 
ing college. 

There is. of course. consider- 
able danger in a proliferation of 
bodies which can hand out 
ministerial diplomas, but in the 
present imbo in which our own 
Jews’ College finds itself, it 
occasions no surprise that poten- 
tial clerics in South Africa are 
not attracted to come here for 
their training. Most of the 
South African ministers used to 
come from this country, but 
nowadays the high salaries 
which are paid there do not 
compensate for the many prob- 
lems that accompany living in 
that country, and. in fact, clergy- 
men are beginning to come 
from South Africa to Britain. 
A local training college has thus 
become indispensable The step 
was recommended the 
community years ago by both 
General Smuts and Dr. Malan. 
It seems to be part of the 


evolution of South African 
nationalism

“Alcohol is gift from 
God,” says the Archbishop of 
Wales, the Most Rev A. & 
Morris, in a booklet supporting 
Sunday opening of public 
houses. And some people treat 
it not only as a gift, but as a 
Divine ordination. Yet 1 think 


it is an essentially true state- 
ment. The Psalms refer to the 
virtues of wine. The Proverbs 
are less enthusiastic : “Who 
crieth : ‘Woe’? Who Alas’? 
Who hath contentions? Who 
hath raving? Who hath 
wounds without cause? Who 
hath redness of eves They 
that tarry long at the wine: 
they that go to try mixed wine.” 

But, then, there ts no gift which 
cannot be abused. We are now 
approaching a season jin which 
more alcoho! than usual is con- 
sumed among Jews, but to no 
noticeably ill-effect. I am not 
sure if Jews drink much less 
than others, but they are much 
less drunk, though, of course, 
there are the unfortunate 
precedents ofl Noah and Lot. 
Both Lot and Noah, however, 
arrived at their cups late in life. 
If they had been initiated as 
small bovs at Simchat Torah or 
Pesach their experience would 
perhaps have been less 
traumatic. 


Many synagogues have per- 
manent suceot with roofs that 
open to the skies. They are per- 
fectly kosher, but I feel that 
they are opposed to the spirit 
of the succah, whose essential 
characteristics are fragility and 
impermanence. In Israel they 
often build their succot “ Hack- 
ney-wise™” on their balcomies, 
and they sometimes = remain 
there all the year round as 
storehouses or even lodgings. 
And a succah, though beautitul 
in its season, can be an eyesore 
at any other time of the year, 
In Jerusalem ‘especially they 
deface the fine fronts of the 
stone buildings and look like so 
many bad tecth. It is usual to 
begin erecting one’s succah 
immediately after Yom Kippur, 
but one friend began his before 
Rosh Hashana. He needed the 
early start. he said, because his 
two small sons insisted on

FOR THE SAKE OF JERUSALEM 


Warm eratitude 1s due to Lady Lauterpacht 
for her initiative in establishing a British branch 
ot the Pro-Jerusalem Society. Under the Hebrew 
title of Lemaan Yerushalayim, and with the 
Mayor of Jerusalem as its Chairman, this Society 
was founded in Israel last yea li revives a 
splendid tradition that dates trom the time of 
the lhberation of the Holy City by General 
Allenby’s forces in 1917. fhe first British 
Governor of Jerusalem, the late Sir Ronald 
Storrs, devoted himself to the task of repairing 
the squalor and neglect that had accumulated 
during the centuries of Turkish oppresston. With 
his encouragement, the Pro-Jerusalem Society 
was remarkably successful tn safeguarding the 
city's ancient traditions and restoring its beauty 
Its programme gained considerable support, and 
almost alone of all Palestine rnstitutions under 
the Mandate it created a common centre for the 
leaders of tts varied and contending communi- 
ties. The same outlook inspires Lady 
Lauterpacht and her colleagues in their new 
undertaking. They are rightly mindful of the 
fact that the name of Jerusalem makes a 
universal appeal to the hearts and consciences of 
men everywhere, whether they be Jews or non- 
Jews, Zionists or non-Zionists. United by the 
love of Jerusalem, adherents of many diverse 
beliefs and opimons will welcome this oppor- 
tunity of working together for a common cause 
of surpassing worth.

Subtle 


There is nothing more evocative 
than perfume.

carries all sorts of subtle associa- 
tions, which can make or mar it 
as a best-seller. 

The name must be reminiscent 
of luxury and feminine attraction.

Not-so-easy French names con- 
tinue, however, to be given to new 
perfumes, even by British manufac- 
turers, probably because French 
perfumes continue to hold the lead 
as the world’s finest fragrances 


Meanings 


A French name carries a certain 
cachet of its own, regardless of 
whether or not its meaning is 
understood or its pronunciation 
difficult 

In France the reverse applies. It 
1S considered chi to use English 
names, “Snob,” by Le Galion, 
being one example. 

Among the famous perfumes of 
today are names whose meanings 
are obscure or misunderstood by 
many of their most famous users 

Coty’s “lAimant™ is a_ well- 
known example. The word ts often 
taken to mean “loving.” In fact, 
it means “the loadstone,” or 
magnet. Most people know that 
Lanvin’s popular “ Arpége ” means 
“arpeggio play on the per- 
fumiers’ habit of designing scents 
to a scale, as in music, with high, 
medium, and low “ notes” to form 
the perfect “chord” or mixture. 

But not everyone recognises 
“Requéte™ as “request”; of 
as pink or carnation; 
neither is Caron’s “Fleurs de 
Rocaille ” always realised to be the 
subtle sweetness of rock flowers. 


Implication 


Guerlain’s “Vol de Nuit” is 
generally comprehended as “ Night 
Flight “—-thanks, perhaps, to the 
ubiquitous term vol-au-vent '—and 
Lancéme’s “Envol” likewise 
easily recognisable as “In Flight.” 

“Quelque Fleurs,” by Houbi- 
gant, obviously implies “Some 
Flowers ” although a subtle 
nuance in the word “quelque” 
may be missed.

HE Festival of Succot, more 

than any other festival of the 

Jewish calendar, reflects the 
genius of our people to transform 
the mundane into the sacred. In 
very early times Succot was the 
only Pilgrimage Festival. People 
would leave their homes and 
journey to one of the larger sanc- 
tuaries such as were to be found 
at Shiloh, at Beth E] or at Jeru- 
salem Chere many who, 
influenced by contemporary pagan

behaviour, celebrated the occa- 
sion of the harvest with rites 
of unbridled revelry. Amos 


denounced these orgies of hilarity 
ang drunkenness with fiery repri- 
mand: “ Take thou away from Me 
the noise of thy songs: and let Me 
not hear the «melody of thy 
psalteries (Amos v, 23) 

Ihe prophets and the religious 
leaders, by their perseverance, con- 
tributed to the elevation of Succot 
from an agricultural festival to a 
feast of joy and a “holy convo- 
cation,” such as was intended 
when Moses proclaimed the holy 
feast-days of his people 


Adornment 


The four plants which the Jew 
was enjoined to bring during 
Succot were at certain times of 
early history considered to be only 
of decorative value. They were 
used as the foliage for the cover- 
ing of the Succah and as an adorn. 
ment of the booth in the 
construction of which the Jew 
took great pride (Nehemiah vii, 
15). The passage in Leviticus xxi), 
in which the four plants were 
chosen ‘to become religious sym- 
bols, gained ascendancy in_ the 
minds of our people. The concept 
of beauty was superseded by the 
concept of holiness. Sources such 
as Il Maccabees, Josephus, and 
the Talmud bear witness to the 
fact that the four plants were 
carried in procession tn the course

of the prayers of the Festival. 
The four plants represented the 
wealth, the variety, and the beauty 
of nature brought to the sacred 
ritual of the Temple and syna- 
gogue to acknowledge nature as 
the creation of God. 


The rabbis, with their remark- 
able imaginative faculty, were 
able to weave around the plants 
moral lessons, such as the need 
for human co-operation and to 
teach that the “four species of 
plants,” when held together during 
worship, emphasise the truth that 
when men unite in the spirit of 
concord they bring God's Shechina 
down to earth (Menahot xxviia). 

The Etrog was singled out for 
the Etrog when he commented on 
Leviticus xxin, 40: “ There exists 
indeed no tree-fruit more beauti- 
special praise. It captured the 
hearts and minds of the sages and 
became the cherished mitzva of 
the congregations of our people 
throughout the ages. The selec- 


tion of the Etrog became a joyful 
exercise, and no time or money 
was spared to procure the perfect 
specimen “The fruit of the 
beautiful tree” is by Jewish tradi- 
tion understood as the Etrog. The 
word “hadar.” rendered “ beauti- 
ful,” made Ibn Ezra enthuse over 
ful than the Etrog.” Others think 
that the peculiarity of the Etrog 
derives from the fact that it is a 
tree the wood and fruit of which 
have the same taste (Succah xxxva) 
or one which remains (" hadar,” 
meaning to dwell) on its tree from 
year to, year (Rashi on Leviticus 
40). 

The shape of the Etrog evoked 


a comparison between this fruit 
and the heart. The Etrog resembles 


the heart, which ts the seat of- 


thought and emotion. The heart 
is the principal organ of the body, 
and Judaism cannot function and 
survive without “the duties of the 
heart.” The Etrog, as a religious 
symbol, calls attention to the need 
for heart in religious observance 
as against the mechanical per- 
formance of religious practices 
These views of the moralists, when 
expounding on the shape of the 
Etrog. and its . implications. 
because of its similarity to the 
heart. made a deep impression on 
the minds of the masses in the 
Middle Ages, and this reverence 
for the symbolism of the Etrog 
Was transmitted succeeding 
generations until the present day. 


The word “hadar.” meaning 
“goodly” or “beautiful,” inspired 
the preachers whose homilies. fil! 
the pages ol the Midrash When 
they spoke of the Etrog they had 
in mind not only the product of 
the soil but their thoughts dwelt 
on the flowering of the genius of 
the Jewish soul. 

The Etrog was governed by a 
number of laws which did not pe: 
mit an imperfect’ fruit. Certain 


flaws disqualified the fruit as a 
religious symbol and rendered it 
pasul. The idea of perfection was 
derived from a study of one of 
the Hebrew words in the injunc- 
tion to bring the four fruits. Even 
if the idea of perfection was 
obtained by a devious method of 
exposition, homiletics made way 
for Halacha, and the perfect 
Etrog without § faults became, 
through law, the symbol! of man’s 
need to strive towards perfection 
The Etrog taught the philosophy 
of Judaism that man has within 
himself the potentiality of good- 
ness through his own. efforts, 
because he is not condemned by 
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Choosing etrogim is an absorbing 
task for this elderly Jerusalemite

the inevitability of evil. “And ye 
shall take for yourselves” was 
interpreted to mean that man must 
rise. by his own exertions to the 
spiritual heights. This must have 
been in the mind of one of the 
sages of the Jerusalem Talmud 
who ruled that a dry Etrog was 
pasul because it is as if it ts dead. 
lor it ts written: “The dead can- 
not praise God.” Judaism can 
live only through men with 
spiritual awareness. 

Deep was the love of the mitzva 
of the Etrog. In certain congre- 
gations special prayers were said 
on Shevat 15, the New Year for 
trees, that God should provide 


Etrogim of beauty and 
periect for His pewple, 
There were communities which 
had two organisations-—-the Chevra 
Kadisha and the Chevra for the 
supply of Etrogim. In some 
Oriental communities, during the 
recital ot the heracha on the 
Etrog, the fruit was squeezed in 
order that it should give forth 
its full fragrance. and then it was 
lovingly kissed. Numerous are the 
tales in our folk-lore of the devo- 
tion of men to the mitzva of the 
Etrog. The Vilna Gaon once said 
that he was prepared to forgo his 
portion in the world to come for 
an Etrog. Ihe w ol the 
Chassidim dwell lengthily on their 
saints who evinced great love tor 
the Etrog. One Chassid warned 
agains! pride Ihe rnitials of the 
words “Let not the foot of pride 
overtake me }?

N March 2], I returned to 
South Africa after five 
months’ leave abroad. hk 
was immediately after the news that 
Dr. Verwoerd, the Prime Minister 
of South Africa, had withdrawn 
his application for continued Com. 
monwealth membership alter 
South Africa’s becoming a Repub- 
lic on May 31. I landed at Jan 
Smuts Airport, unaware that only 
a few hours before Dr. Verwoerd 
had landed there on his return 
from. London, and had been 
accorded an_ hysterical “hero's 
welcome by jubilant Nationalists. 
Nevertheless, immediately 
sensed an air of suppressed excite- 
ment and emotional tension, which 
was almost tangible and palpable 
and which affected me almost 
physically. Whatever its reason 
was, 1 was determined not to 
succumb to tt, and when a reporter 
asked me my views on South 
Africa’s imminent withdrawal from 
the Commonwealth 1 contented 
myself with saying that the 
decision had come as a great shock 
to me, that the present position 
could not continue, and that some 
concessions would have to be made 
to the Native population. 


Simple statement 


The effect of that simple, and, 
to my mind, unobjectionable state- 
ment upon the Jewish community 
was astonishing.

how rigidly he confines himself to 
the purely ethical and religious 
implications of the prevalent racial 
policy, the moment he utters a 
word which can be construed as a 
criticism Of that policy he ts 
immediately charged with “ preach. 
ing politics.” It is impossible to 


exaggerate the lengths to which 


such accuSations go. 

The official policy of the South 
African Jewish Board of Deputies, 
which ts that the Jewish communits 


fri as

nations of the world in condemn- 
ing the racial policy of the Union, 
as exemplified, for instance, by the 
unparalleled vote of 93 to one in 
the General Assembly. of the 
United Nations against South 
Africa, has brought in its train a 
definite change on the part of the 
White population, even those who 
are ideologically and_ politically 
opposed to the policies of the 
Government. As a_ thoughtful 
political writer puts it: “ The 
pressure is on all Whites to con- 
form in detence of their interests 
as a White people, to offer utter 
obedience to the White cause, and 
to sacrifice individual freedom of 
thought and action. It is in this 
constricted atmosphere that the 
new concepts of loyalty, patriotism, 
and now treason are arising. 
And so the subtle pressures of con- 
formism work steadily among the 
Whites, kraaling them off, ganging 
them together.” 

The result of that tendency, 
about which there can be no doubt, 
is that liberal attitudes and 
reasoned criticism of an existing 
state Of affairs, which were previ- 
ously conceded as belonging to the 


deterioration of the political 
economic situation will readily 
produce a Scapegoat in the Jew, 
that antisemitism which has happily 
been practically non-existent since 
the present Government came into 
power—despite its doubtlul record 
during the World War and while 
it Was in opposition has not 
been so much eradicated as sup- 
pressed, and that it can rear its 
ugly head at the slightest provoca- 
tion. 

The Jew, therefore. who 
presumes to express a view not in 
conformity with the policy of the 
Government tends to be regarded 
as a near double traitor. He ts 
regarded as being guilty of a dis. 
service to the Jewish community 
as such by bringing its loyalty to 
the existing régime into question 
and laying it open to attacks: and 
he is regarded as aiding in ferment- 
ing sedition and subversive activi- 
lies against the interests of the 
White population and their sell- 
preservation. 

In an atmosphere such this 
the position of the rabbi becomes 
one of peculiar difficulty, which is 
well-nigh intolerable. No matier 


as such cannot express any view 
on the political Situation, since 
lews belong to all parties, 
generously concedes the right oft 
the rabbi to speak on its ethical 
aspects. In eflect, however, this is 
widely interpreted not only that he 
should confine himself to pulpit 
utterances but that such pulpit 
utterances should not receive any 
publicity outside the pulpit. When, 
therefore, as often happens, the 
daily Press finds a sermon on the 
political situation. of sufficient 
general interest to warrant publica- 
tion, there is a vague feeling that 
the rabbi has gone too far. In 
other words, the “concession ™ 1s 
limited by the consideration that 
the rabbi may speak providing 
non-Jews do not hear his views 
At a farewell dinner given in his 
honour, prior to bis departure to 
Rhodesia to take up an appoint- 
ment as a Judge of the Supreme 
Court, Mr. l.

Siberia. A Poem by ABRAHAM 
Sirzkever. Translated the 
Yiddish and Introduced by Jacops 
SONNTAG. With a Letter on the Poem 
and Drawings by Marc CHAGALL. 
Abhelard-Schuman, 21s. 


We have here many fine things: a 
superb poem by a superb poct, ably 
translated by a Yiddish scholar and 
wonderfully illuminated by eight 
drawings by the one Jewish artist 
in the whole world whose attitude 
toward the world at large and the 
jewish world in particular is most 
akin to that of the poet. 

At the age of 48 Sutzkever is at 
lone last in a milieu where he can 
breathe with ease, in Israel. Born near 
Vilna one vear before the outbreak 
of the First World War, he was, like 
so many of his fellow Jews, robbed 
of his childhood. When he was only 
two vears old, the Germans destroved 
iis home town and he and his parents 
fled to Omsk, Srberia. Seven years 
later. bis father died at the age of 0, 
and now Sutzkever was robbed for 
a second time. Without a childhood 
and without a father he went back 
to the land of his birth, and before 
long he was engaged in mortal combat 
with the Nags. He was a partisan 
fighter and miraculously escaped 
extinction. He began to write poetry 
for publication, Yiddish, at the 
age of 24. “The Secret Town” is 
probably his best-known poem about 
the bravery of the Jews in Eastern 
I urope in the davs of Hitler He 
is now editor of “Die Goldene Kevt.” 
the finest Yiddish publication in the 
world, issued in Israel. 

Sutzkever is the Mare Chagall of 
Mare Chagall is 
the Sutzkever of the Jewish art world 
Ihe treasures of both the 
memories of their youth. “ Siberia,” 
first published in 1953 but actually 
Written 18 years earlier, deals with 
Sutzkever’s years jn that far, bitter, 
lonely, snow-laden vastness. It is a 
series of images, in 24 stanzas, of 
what it meant to be a little Jewish 
boy in a land of snow and silence 
amd fear and despair and poverty. 
Ihe word Jew doesn't appear once, 
but the whole poem is drenched with 
the miraculous combination’ of 
ecstasy and agony that is “Dos 
Pintele Yid.” There is no philoso- 
phising in ut, no arguing with God— 
as there is, say, im Leivick. There 
is only a soft chanting at the entire 
scheme of things—verbal chanting, 


full of 
longing, 
My life glides across the evening 
plain, 


As a sh dee that jineles 


yet surrounded by a haze of soft 
coloration stray measures of 
song, lo’ ely mosaics of sheer colour: 


“White as the moon's is m 

father’s face, 

The silence of snow rests on his 
hands. ... 

And sounds 

Fall softly on mv head 

The bov has. suddenly become 
an avalanche 
Made of: light and wonder. ...

In his translation Mr. Sonntag gets 
the full taam of the poem and is 
entirely faithful to the spirit of the 
poet.

Facts and values 


Calling for a functional approach to 
law which has now become = 580 
familar a feature of American juris 
pit dence he plac Cs pern ips even 
greater stress on the need tor an 
cthical approach, and in this he 
departs markedly from some of his 
realist colleagues. Cohen seeks to 
show how values are inherent in 
legal decisions but at the same time 
urges the need to explore the ethical 
foundations of the society in which 
we live, Values he regards as in the 
first place social facts which can be 
studied screntifically but, as the 
author recognises, there still remains 
the question why we should adopt 
any and if so which values as ulti- 
mate. On this latter point Cohen pro- 
claims himself a follower of Bentham, 
and pins his” fatth = social

He combined a mind of exceptional 
lucidity with a passionate devotion 
to the cause of justice. His eXxperi- 
ence in the Department of _ the 
Interior brought him into close con- 
tact with the problems of the.

This is a sphere of legal 
and social discrimination one hears 
little of these days when our news- 
papers teem with reports on the 
Struggle-of the American Negro to 
end segregation, but the articles in 
this book reveal how relentless has 
been the pressure in modern times 
on. the far smaller racial minority of 
the American Indians. In a character- 
istic paper Cohen points out that the 
problem is not. as sometimes 
put, “ What can we do to Americanise

American democracy 


The final part of the book contains 
much searching appraisal of the 
strengths and weaknesses of modern 
American democracy “ The legal 
framework of American democracy 
(Cohen. writes) has been fashioned. 
in large part, as a response to four 
great challenges : political tyranny, 
chattel slavery. industrial autocracy. 
and racism.” Of these. racial dis- 
crimination is now the most danger- 
ous. It is not tmappropriate at a 
moment when both the American 
Government and people display a 
readiness to regard as their greatest 
challenge, whether an American or a 
Russian is to land first on the moon, 
that the voice of sanity and liberal- 
ism should sound a reminder that 
“the arms and the tactics that a 
democracy can use most successfully 
are not secret weapons or secret plans. 
They are weapons and programmes 
that arise out of a trust in the better 
possibilities of human nature.”

UCCOT, the only festival in 
our calendar known as the 
“ Festival of Joy,” recalls the 
days when the Jews were pioncers 
just as they are today in Israel. 
From Tishri 15 to 23, we obey the 
commandment to live in booths or 
tabernacles as our ancestors did 
when ~ they marched = wearily 
through the desert for 40 years, 
pitching their teats or booths with 
their roofs open to the sunshine 
and the stars. 

The Succah today is usually 
built in a garden or on a rooftop 
and is made of wood or canvas, 
and covered with branches and 
plants. Some of the most beautiful 
Succot are built by the syna- 
gogues. 

In Biblical Palestine, Succot was 
also a fruit harvest when the grapes 
were made into wine and the olives 
pressed into oil Today our 
Succot, with their bunches ol 
grapes and the ripe juicy fruits 
that hang from the roofs, recall the 
harvest.

While it is universally recognised 
that the shoe must bear some rela- 
tionship to the foot, chiropodists’ 
surgeries and hospital orthopedic 
clinics will continue to be filled. 

The mechanism of the human 
foot is designed to perform two 
important functions. The first Js 
to act as a pedestal, which must 
be sufficiently strohg to bear its 
owner's weight at any time and for 
lengthy periods. 

Among other things, the bony 
Structures of the foot form a long 
arch in the shape of a half-dome 
on the inner side. When the feet 
are’ placed together a complete 
dome is formed and thus it is pos- 
sible to maintain a perfect balance 
on a stable platform 

The second function of the foot 
is to atlord mobility. During the 
process of walking or running, the 
foot 1 used as a lever, and it js 
for this reason that the bones are 
positioned with movable joints 
between them. The ligaments are 
strong fibrous attachments, which 
bind the bones into joints 


WRONG 


To function effectively during 
the process of “stepping ofl,” the 
long arch of the foot becomes 
accentuated by contracting the 
muscles. 

Uniess such a contraction is 
allowed to take place the weight 
will fall unevenly upon the liga- 
ments of the long arch, thus pro- 
ducing an abnormal strain and 
severe pain.

Stiletto heels 


These days most fashionabls 
dressed women wil] react against 
such advice in spite of undisputed 
evidence that high-heeled shoes, 
particularly the stiletto-type. are 
injurious. 

What is, in fact, wrong with 
high-heeled shoes? The reason 
may briefly be summed up by con- 
sidering what is, in effect. correct 
body posture

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simple procedure to stand with the 
knees in the erect position, the 
bent knee, produced by the acute 
angle of a high-heeled shoe, is the 
most likely contributing factor 
leading to fatigue and pain in the 
supporting muscles. 

In trying to overcome _ this 
fatigue and pain, the knees. assume 
in overflexed position. The posture 
thereby becomes completely out of 
balance. 

Furthermore, in spite of its 
apparent comfort there is no 
means by which the shoe may be 
secured on the foot; the toes must 
inevitably assume an important 
and overtaxed action in keeping 
such a shoe on the foot 

It would not, in fact, be possible 
to keep what many women have 
come to accept as well-fitting court 
shoes on the feet during the process 
of walking without over<ontract- 
ing the toes. The alternative would 
be for the heel to slip up and down 
with each step taken. 


Good fit 


It is also exceedingly rare for 
women to admit, even to them- 
selves, that their feet have increased 
in size. Insufficient room in the 
shoe will create intermittent pres- 
sure on the great toe joint, and this 
may well be the cause of the com- 
mencement of a bunion: 

Since such a condition is always 
associated with a bony deformity 
and can hardly be corrected by 
means other than surgical treat- 
ment, the seriousness of tight foot- 
wear cannot be over-emphasised 

The importance of foot comfort 
to general health is rarely realised 
Incorrectly fitting footwear may 
result in the restriction of muscular 
activity, and, in turn, give rise to 
a weakening and wasting of the 
muscular structures. 

Ihe foot that has toppled. over 
inwardly requires rejuvenation of 
the supporting muscles. This is 
not possible as long as tight shoes 
are worn. Such shoes should be 
so constructed as to provide the 
maximum degree of support, 
especially along the inner border. 

fo sacrifice corrective for stylish

The casual or loosely 
fitting shoe may possibly give the 
appearance of being comfortable, 
but, in reality, will not prove to 
be so, and is least likely to afford 
correction. 

In other words, the three essen- 
tial requirements for well-fitting 
shoes should be. first, a good fit 
around the heel; second, sufficient 
room to accommodate and permit 
a reasonable degree of free move- 
ment of all toes; and, third, the 
shoe should be gripped well across 
the central region of the foot. 


Research 


What ts the solution to this com- 
plex problem of style as well as 
comfort in footwear ? In spite of 
innumerable research projects that 
are being investigated at the 
present time, there would appear 
to be no simple answer 

Perhaps the most he!pful advice 
would be to recommend a com- 
promise by wearing the well-fitting 
cuban heel, semi-Oxford style of 
shoe for normal wear during the 
greater part of the day. and resort 
to the ill-fitting but. nevertheless, 
stylish shoe for social occasions 
only.

Leopoldville visitor 
was war-time heroine 


By a Special Correspondent 

PENDING a recent week-end 

in Hull with her sister, Mrs. 

Gladys Schottlander, was 
Mme Rousselin (née Sylvia Joseph, 
of Birmingham), a former fighter 
in the French Resistance. She is 
a holder of the Croix de Guerre, 
the Légion dHonneur, the 
Meédaille de la Résistance, and the 
White Lion of Czechoslovakia 
(the latter honour is held by only 
three other women in the world). 
Mme Rousselin, or Sylvie, as she 
was known in Resistance 
movement, was living im Paris at 
the outbreak of the war with her 
son, Michel—she offered her ser- 
vices when she was approached by 
a member of the underground 
movement 


Caught by. Gestapo 


“At first | was given small, 
unimportant missions, then gradu- 
ally more important and danger- 
ous tasks to perform. 

She learnt to live by her wits, and 
like many others she was caught. 
will never know who finally 
betraved me, but one day |! 
rushed to my office after being 
told that it had been ransacked, 
and | walked right into the arms 
ot the Gestapo.” 


She was sent to the notorious 
Ravensbriick camp. She miracu- 
lously escaped the gas chambers 
on several occasions. “ Women 
were dying all around me from 
starvation, exhaustion, and from 
typhus, which broke out in the 
camp in which 100,000 women 
were imprisoned.” 


Finally, she was transferred to 
Ochsenzol, near Hamburg, and 
was freed after Count Bernadotte 
had made arrangements ‘for the 
prisoners’ release. After the war 
she worked with the United States 
Embassy in-Paris as a trilingual 
translator, and in 1953 joined the 
stall of Unesco, being transferred 
to New York in 19583. A year ago 
she was sent On a Special mission 
to Leopoldville when trouble 
broke out in the Congo and has 
been there ever since. She 1s 
working for the Public Informa- 
tion Department of the U.N. 
From 6 a.m. to | p.m. she and 
other translators listen in to broad- 
casts from the Voice of America, 
the B.B.C.. and Radio Brazzaville, 
and from news. reports in many 
languages they draw up bulletins 
for the representatives of the many 
countries working for the United 
Nations in the Congo.

PROMOTION OF 
MINISTERS 


Sin,—In his secant reference to my 
article on “The Impatience of a 
Rabbi,” which appeared in a recent 
number of the “Hendon Synagogue 
Magazine,” Ben Azai remarks: “It 
would be interesting to know what 
Dr. Lehrman means by ‘* promo- 
tion.” Pray let me enlighten him. 


What I had chiefly in mind was the 
rocedure adopted by others, notably 
{ethodists, whereby ministers do not 
remain too long in one congregation. 
Variety is the spice of life; it is the 
very life-blood of a minister and the 
synagogue over which he presides 
spiritually. Some of our ablest 
ministers have been so long in one 
position as to see it decline in num- 
bers, solely because the district is no 
longer fashionable. The result? A 
sense of futility and frustration, 
which often shows itself in his utter- 
ances and views generally. 


In a community well organised, 
endowed with men of vision and 
business acumen, it should not be 
beyond the bounds of possibility to 
put tried and experienced men in new 
synagogues, to which they would 
bring a rich harvest of experience, 
and launch it on sound lines. On the 
other hand, young men straight from 
college or yeshiva should not be 
pitchforked into incipient communi- 
ties, consisting of newly married 
couples and even of those who seck 
retirement in suburbia. Whereas 
well-established communities can 
almost run by themselves, newer ones 
require all the guidance and leader- 
ship older and tried spiritual leaders 
can give them. It is primarily that 
which I meant by “ promotion.” 


In his comment, Ben Azai makes 
the implied suggestion that I wrote 
unfavourably of the new incumbent 
of Marble Arch. As a matter of 
fact. the choice is most admirable, 
considering the versatility and accom- 
plishments of the incumbent. He and 
his family, especially his father, the 
Chief Rabbi of Tel Aviv, are among 
my closest friends, In fact, I was 
one of the first to write to congratu- 
late Rabbi Maurice Unterman on his 
clection. With all my heart, I wish 
him and the Marble Arch congrega- 
tion great progress.

Art Notes 


IN SEARCH OF SINCERITY 


Talent and sincerity seem to be at 
opposite poles in the art world and 
recemly the London galleries have 
borne this out. Gimpel Fils, the 
Molton Gallery, and the Drian Gal- 
lery are showing Louis le Brocquy. 
Duncan, and Crozier respectively, All 
three painters are talented. They 
have obvious dexterity and large 
experience of paint manipulation. 
Their paintings are sophisticated in 
content and above all effective to the 
eye. 


The process of painting for a less 
immediately talented painter is slower. 
His talent egrows with his work 
through a tentative evolution full of 
uncertainty and clumsiness. His 
demands upon the spectator are 
greater and the rewards are ones of 
experience rather than pleasure. For 
this kind of sincerity one has to look, 
‘this week, to a small one-man show 
by Peter Schmidt at the Beaux Art 
Gallery and two group shows in 
lesser-known gallerics, the Alfred 
Brod Gallery, in Sackville Street. and 
a small cellar in Sloane Strect called 
the Lincoln Gallery. 


Satisfying picture 


The reaction to Schmidt's painting 
is slow, His work is fairly dark and 
the luminosity of the colour ws of a 
kind which is remembered rather 
than experienced at first sitting. His 
definitely unfashionable idea of paint- 
ing his wefe and chuld. Ruth with

Alfred Cohen and 
Henry Inlander, although only repre- 
sented by small tentative paintings. 
show a traditionally sensitive feeling 
for colour, while there are fine confi- 
dent nudes by Jacob Epstein, Henry 
Moore, and John Latham. The pur- 
chase proceeds go towards the build- 
ing of a theatre in the south of Eng- 
land, which will be directed by Sur 
Laurence Olivier and will present 
plays of the highest quality as well 
as art exhibitions, including a show 
of open-air sculpture. 


Worth visiting 


In the last few years a number of 
small galleries have opened in Lon- 
don. They are difficult to find and 
consequently do not remain open for 
long. One of these has an excep- 
tionally worthwhile exhibition 
month, The Rawinsky Gallery, 10 
Newburgh Strect, is worth visiting. 
The policy scems to be to show some 
of the more adventurous young 
painters who have inherited abstract 
painting and are now concerned with 
inserting some kind of content into 
it. The current exhibition shows two 
of these vounger men, Anthony 
Shields and Richard Gilbert. Thew 
problem is as difficult as it has ever 
been for any artist. They work for 
a breakthrough from abstraction 
towards a mew figuration, a new 
iconography. without returning to old 
representational ideas. Lheirs is not 
a quest for fashion bet a dilemma 
which is sharply felt by many young 
contemporary artists. If. the policy 
of giving this kind of struggle a 
showing ts perpetuated, this gallery 
will be a considerable asset and 
influence on the London scene.

“I don't have fo make sense—I'm 
an Italian,” yells the magnetically 
attractive Gina Lollobrigida to her 
long-suffering lover, Rock Hudson, 
in Come September (A), the new 
film, in exceptionally well-rendered 
Technicolor, now at the Odeon, 
Leicester Square. The remark can 
fairly be applied to the theme: it 
just doesn't make sense, yet provides 
many sequences of irresponsible 
gaicty. Mr. Hudson, an American 
millionaire, visits his Italian villa, in 
company with the gorgeous “La 
Lollo,” each September. While he is 
away, his major domo, Walter 
Slezak, is in charge. Without author- 
ity, he turns it into a profitable hotel 
during his master’s absence. When 
Mr. Hudson arrives suddenly he 
incomprehensibly accepts the situa- 
tion, Then “scatty” episodes are 
introduced calling for the histrionic 
assistance of, among others, Sandra 
Dee, Bobby Darin, Brenda de Banzie, 
and Ronald Howard. Far too com- 
plicated for me. 


Waterfront story 


Fanny (“A”), in lovely colour 
(beautifully photographed by one of 
the world’s greatest cinematographers, 
Jack Cardiff) at the Warner Theatre, 
ig an extremely enjoyable picture (not 
a “ musical’) about life and love and 
valiant self-sacrifice on the Marseilles 
waterfront. There are still many 
under the spell of Marcel Pagnol’s 
original triology on the subject. in 
which, of course, the great Raimu 
dominated everything. But there is a 
whole new generation that knows 
little or nothing about this and will 
judge Joshua Logan's production in 
the light of present-day entertainment. 
Those two great veterans, Charles 
Boyer and Maurice Chevalier, as the 
ever-quarrelling tradesmen, are at the 
top of their form, cach making a 
perfect foil for the other. And as 
for Leslie Caron,. portraying the gurl 
betrayed by Bovyer’s son (the German 
actor, Horst Buchholz) and whose 
“ disgrace ” is averted by her marriage 
to the elderly Chevalier, she has never 
done better work. I liked this very 
much. 

When Philippe de Broca’s Les Jeux 
de VYAmour (“X"), was shown 
privately in London a little while ago, 
| felt that it would not be long 
before this deliciously Gallic souffle 
would be delighting the eyes and ears 
of the patrons of the Academy 
Cinema. From any other source 
than France, this film would pro- 
hably be made in a suggestive manner 
that tended to glorify “free love.” 
Yet here, although we are laughing 
afl the time, we are never allowed 
to lose sight of the picture's under- 
lying premise—that loose living. is 
both dangerous and. unsatisfying 
[hat droll comic, Jean-Pierre Cassel, 
does not share the view of the woman 
with whom he is living (pretty Gene- 
vieve Cluny), that a baby, within 
legal wedlock, is a good idea The 
schemings of his friend and rival, 
Jean-Louis Maury, make him change 
his mind. What supreme artists the 
French are in this sort of daringly 
frothy trifle. musical accom- 
paniment 1s superb. 


Thrilling documentary 


Ivo Jarosy has written a beautiful 
and extremely effective English trans- 
lation of the original French text of 
the commentary to one of the most 
pulsatingly, thrilling. natural docu- 
mentaries ever made, “ Volcano” 
(“U"), which completes a first-rate 
double-feature programme. This 
remarkable, horribly frightening 
picture is the work of Haroun Tazieff 
who visited 28 volcanoes in various 
countries to take some unique, awe- 
inspiring close-ups of the fantastic 
results of the uncontrolled eruptions 
of the earth's under-belly.

Irresponsible Gaiety 


Earlier in the year, at the Invitation 
of the British Film Institute, I saw a 
brilliant Italian film, 0 Grido (The 
Cry) (“A”), made by the famous 
producer, Michelangelo Antonioni, 
which failed to get the London pre- 
sentation it deserved.

SOLTI TAKES OVER 


Gluck’s rarely - heard opera 
Iphigenia in Tauris, opened Georg 
Solti's first season as musical director 
of the Covent Garden Opera Com- 
pany. Born in Budapest, Mr. Solti 
was a victim in 1939 of Hungary's 
Nazi-inspired anti-Jewish laws. and 
spent the war years in Switzerland 
Afterwards, by an irony of justice, it 
was Germany that gave -him the 
opportunity to prove himself one of 
Europe's finest operatic conductors. 
He became musical director first of 
the Bavarian State Opera at Munich 
and then, since 1952, of the Frankfort 
Opera. 

Now he comes to the London posi- 
tion left vacant by Rafael Kubelik in 
1958. Subordinate only to Sir David 
Webster, the General Administrator 
of Covent Garden Opera House. Mr 
Solti is not merely a chief conductor 
but the arbiter of the opera com- 
pany repertory and 

His first offering was ri: 
matter of prestige, not 
‘Iphigenia in Tauris” is too slow 
and static to be a money-spinner. But 
it shows a nobility and at times an 
intensity and eloquence which well 
justify this rare revival.

Your Company is always mindful of 
the necessity to experiment and develop 
new techniques. We have recenily 
introduced on certain of our products 
an entirely new finish, which, as well 
as enhancing the appearance of the 
furniture, ts even more durable. 


With regard to the prospects for the 
current year, the hire purchase restric- 
tions to which I referred are sull in 
force, but furniture is a necessity which 
has to be bought both for normal 
renewals and to furnish new houses. In 
fact your Company's trade has shown 
& satistactory increase tn the first four 
months of the current year and orders 
now on hand are considerably highe: 
than they were a year ago. The new 
measures announced by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in ful of this vea 
were not aimed specifically at the furni- 
ture trade and given therefore no 
further adverse influences on sales from 
sources Outside our control, | see no 
reason why the profit for the year to 
March 31, 1962, should not be an 
improvement on that now before you.

TAKE-OVER BIDS

Take-overs have been enlivening 
an otherwise rather uninteresting 
sock market. One which the City 
is watching closely concerns The 
Reinsurance Corporation. Last month 
the Board announced that discussions 
were in progress with The Mercantile 
and General Reinsurance. They have 
now reached a point where that 
undertaking is ready to put forward 
terms of a cash offer, but in the 
meantime the 
approaches from two other under- 
takings which are also keen to make 
a bid. 

Another interesting development is 
in the Brooke Bond's bid for Doom 
Dooma Tea which has been ~— 
up from 45s. to SSs. a share, t 
follows the turmng down of the 
original bid by the Board, who pro- 
duced an alternative offer from 
unnamed interests who were prepared 
to buy three of the group's five 
estates for cash, to produce a pay- 
ment of 35s. a share for shareholders, 
an asset valuation of 45s. per unit. 


Offer to shareholders 
The Board of Sidroy Lingerie is 


making a one-for-seven capitalisation 
and is to raise fresh finance by a 
rights offer to sharcholders, details of 
which will be announced shortly. 
Meanwhile results for the past year 
show a consolidated net profit of 
£127,863 against £156,921. A final 
dividend of 74 per cent makes a total 
of 15 per cent, which is as forecast 
on the capital increased by the scrip 
issue made in November last. The 
equivalent payment last time was 12 
per cent, The Board say they antici- 
pate being able to maintain the latest 
rate for the current year on the

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MR. DAG HAMMARSKJOELD 


Dag Hammarskjoeld, the second 
Secretary-General of the United 
Nations, who died in an air crash 
on Monday while on a mission to 
Northern Rhodesia, was a controver- 
sial figure. 


Until his election to the office of 
Secretary-General in 1953 he was 
littl known outside Sweden. where 
he held high policy-making rank, He 
was a negotiator of great talent with 
a strong sense of purpose. 


Five major crises in world affairs 
occurred since he took office. They 
were over Palestine, Hungary, Dis- 
armament, Germany, and the Congo; 
he left his mark clearly in his deal- 
ings with the first and last of these. 


His approach to Arab-Israeli 
relations was shaped by his stron 
sympathies for Afro-Asian. nationa 
renaissance, This worked against 
Isracl’s interests on several occasions, 
and led to accusations of one-sided- 
ness. His determination in pressing 
the U.N. mandate against Britain, 
France, and Isracl over Suez was 
contrasted by many observers with 
his lukewarmness over the Sovict 
invasion of Hungary. He annoyed 
the late John Foster Dulles in 1958 
when he did everything possible to 
prevent U.N. condemnation of inter- 
ference by the United Arab Republic 
in the Lebanon. His handling of 
the question of Isracli rights in the 
Suez Canal and the failure of his 
“ gentleman’s agreement ° with 
Nasser marked the effective end of 
his influence in this sphere 

Recently, the set-hacks to his 
efforts at achieving a Middle East 
settlement and disappointment with 
Nasser’s stand over the Congo coin- 
cided with certain improvements in 
his relationships with Isracli leaders,

Our United Nations correspondent 
writes: The Israclis have had occa- 
sion to disagree violently with 
Hammarskjoeld, especially over the 
Sinai campaign. But on balance it 
will be admitted that his actions——no 
matter how Israel believed them to 
be misconceived—were based on what 
he thought best for the whole Middle 
East region.

General and Israel reached their 
lowest point duri and after the 
Sinai campaign w the United 


Nations demanded that Israel with- 
draw from the occupied territory. It 
was generally known that Hammar- 
skjoeld constantly pressed Egypt to 
allow free passage of Israel's cargoes 
through the Suez Canal, but after 
reaching an agreement with Nasser 
failed to get it t implemented. 


One of the last messages sent by 
Mr. Hammarskjoeld was addressed to 
the 25th anniversary mecting of the 
World Jewish Congress World Execu- 
tive, held in Geneva last month. He 
issued a warning that “far greater 
effort than ever before exerted 
throughout the world will have to be 
brought. to bear to safeguard 
peace. In strengthening the

Triumph for Democratic parties

BONN 

Sunday's general clections in West 
Germany resulted in an overwhelming 
triumph for the moderate “ Demo- 
cratic parties. and complete defeat 
for the small splinter groups. The 
fact that German voters concentrated 
on three parties. and that only these 
three will be represented in the new 
Bundestag. is regarded here as further 
proof of the stabilisation of German 
democracy. 

As in previous elections, Dr. 
Adenauer’s Christian Democratic 
Party won the largest number of 
seats (241), although it lost its abso- 
lute majority in the Bundestag, and 
will be forced to form a coalition 
with one of the other parties, 

The Christian Democratic Party 
received 45.3 per cent of the votes 
cast—a drop of about § per cent 
ompared with the 1957 elections. As 
in 1957, the Social Democratic Party 
came out of the contest as the second 
strongest! party polled 36.3 per 
cent of the votes. ining seats-— 
a 5 per cent increase compared with 
the poll in the 1947 elections. 

The ‘third largest party mn the new 
Bundestag will be the Free Demo- 
cratic Party. which polled 12.7 per 
cent of the votes cast, winning 66 
seals. [his purty 18 a liberal rightist 
grouping. comprising a number of 
moderate nationalists, and is sup- 


ported, among others, by the former 
Federal President, Professor Theodor 
Heuss. 

The Free Democratic Party is 
expected to be a partner of the 
Christian Democratic Party when a 
coalition Government is formed. The, 
were in coalition with the Christian 
Democrats between 1949 and 1953. 

No changes in West German 
foreign and internal policy are anti- 
cipated as a result of the new situa- 
tion. 

All the other parties that con- 
tested the elections failed to poll the 
$ per cent of the votes required to 
secure representation in the Federal 
parhament. 

The Nationalist All-German Party 
(a right-wing and nationalist combina- 
tion) which in 1957 polled 7.9 pe: 
cent of the votes, gained only 2.8 
per cent 

[he neo Nazi German Reich Party. 
the most significant of the small 
parties. received 264,184 votes or 0.1 
per cent of the votes. compared with 
the 306.353 votes they polled in 1957 
Despite a massive, nation-wide cam 
paign, the party lost voles in most 
regions and only made slight gains 
in Bavaria. Schleswig-Holstein. and 
Baden-Wuerttemberg. 

The only Jewish deputy to sit in 
the new Federal German parlament 
is Jacob Altmaicr, a Social Demo 
crat. who was re-elected in the Hesse 
district of Hanau.

Nazism had branded the German 
Jewish fellow citizens as unter 
menschen” who had been material 
for the pleasure of concentration 
camp guards to be killed like cattle.

More than a third 
had been decorated, over 2,000 had

Ihe \voungest German volunteer. 
Josct Zippes. had been 14 vears of 
auc One of the first officers to 
receive the highest war distinction, the 
Order of Pour-le-Meérite. Wilhelm 
Frankl. had been killed in an air 
battle in 1917. 

He wanted to draw attention to 
one of the saddest chapters of the 
Nazt period, namely. the betrayal of 
the Jewish war veterans. At. the 
beginning of the Hitler terror even 
the Jewish ex-soldiers had believed 
themselves to be the victims of mis 
understanding. Later, when they 
realised that their persecution was no 
error, they were unable to grasp the 
horror of this fact. 

Ihe murder of these men who had 
once sacrificed themselves for their 
German fatherland proved. more than 
anything else, the inhuman character 
of the Nazi leaders. The fate. hopes, 
and death of the Jewish soldiers of 
the First World War formed an 
imegral part of the history of the 
German army, he stated,
